Mr. Speaker—I will briefly give you 


the reasons -why--1 shaff-oppose" the" re- 
peal of the school law. 
This law was

lure with unexampled 'unanimity,- hut 
xme member of thi».house 
it. 
It has not yet come into operation, 


and none of ns effects have been toted 
by experience in Pennsylvania, 
The 


pissige of such B law is enjoined by the 
J?PJ**M. 
uJLi.P.n< 8r|d has been recpmtnendeJ 


by every Governor since its adoptionf 
Much to his credit, it hat been warmly 
urged 
by 
the? present Executive iu 


all 
his annual messages delivered at 


the opening of the legislature. To re- 
peal it now, 
before its practical effects 


have been discovered, would argue that 
it contained some glaring and pernicious 
defect; and that the last legislature acted 
under some strong nnd fatal delusion, 
which blinded-every-man-of-them, to th« 
interests of 'the commonwealth, 
I will 


attempt to show, that ihe law is salutary, 
useful and important; and that conse- 
quently, the last, legislature acted wisely 
in passing, and ihe present would act un- 
wisely in repealing it. 
That instead of 


being oppressive to the people, u will 
lighten their burthens, while i t elevates 
them in the scale of human intellect. 


It would, seem to be humiliating to be 


under the necessity, in the nineteenth 
century, of entering into a formal argu- 
ment to prove the utility, and to free gov- 
ernments, th« absolute necessity Of edu- 
cation. 
More than two ihousan'd years 


ago the Deity who presided over'intel- 
lectual endowments, ranked highest for 
dignity, chaniiy and virtue, among the 
goddesses worshiped hy cultivated pa- 
gans. And I will not insult this Houne 
or our constituents hy supposing any 
course of reasoning necessary lo convince 
thtm of its high importance. 
Such ne- 


•cessity would be degrading to a Chris- 
tian age and a free republic ! 


Ifthen, education be of admitted impor- 


tancejo the people under all forms of go- 
vernment ; andof unque«ltoned necessity 
when they govern themselves, it follows, 
of course, that its cultivation and diffu- 
sion is a matter of public concern ; and _ 
duly which every government owes to 
its people.
